He 
has  co-anchored  coverage  of  such 
stories  as  Watergate  and  the  moon¬ 
landing  flight  of  Apollo  11. 

He  participated  in  NBC’s  special 
coverage  of  the  resignation  of  President 
Richard  M.  Nixon  and  also  reported 
events  following  the  assassinations  of 
President  John  F.  Kennedy  and 
Senator  Robert  F.  Kennedy.

The  letter,  which  was  addressed  to 
Drew  S.  Days  III,  assistant  attorney 
general  over  the  civil  rights  division, 
outlined  apartment  rental  procedures.

As  a  direct  result  of  a  threatened 
federal  lawsuit  against  BYU  and  36 
Provo  landlords  who  require  separate 
housing  for  male  and  female  students. 
Sen.  Orrin  G.  Hatch  Wednesday 
joined  as  co-sponsor  of  a  bill  that  will 
exempt  private  educational  institu¬ 
tions  from  compliance  with  the  Fair 
Housing  Act  of  1968. 

The  provision  that  demands  an  ex¬ 
emption  is  the  requirement  that  stu¬ 
dents  of  both  sexes  must  be  housed  in 
the  same  facilities,  he  said. 

“Congress  never  intended  for  the 
Fair  Housing  Act  to  force  the  co¬ 
habitation  of  unmarried  youngsters 
during  their  first  days  away  from  home 
and  protective  family  living,”  Hatch 
said.  “This  attempt  by  the  Justice 
Department  and  HUD  to  promote  this 
supposed  aspect  of  the  Housing  Act 
goes  far  beyond  the  intent  of  Congress. 


It  smacks  (of)  a  forced  standard  of 
morality  contrary  to  that  of  the  foun¬ 
ders  and  operators  of  Brigham  Young 
University.^’ 

Hatch  further  stated,  “The  bill  I  am 
sponsoring  with  Sen.  James  McClure 
of  Idaho  will  exempt  BYU  and  any 
other  private  institutions  from  forcing 
their  students  to  engage  in  sexual 
cohabitation.” 


Other  schools  immediately  affected 
by  the  legislation,  if  approved,  would 
be  the  Northwest  Nazarene  College  in 
Nampa,  Idaho;  Ricks  College  in  Rex- 
burg;  and  the  BYU  Hawaii  campus. 
Hatch  said. 


“What  a  pity  it  is,”  he  continued, 
“that  federal  legislation  must  be  in¬ 
troduced  in  order  to  allow  colleges  and 
universities  to  maintain  high  stan¬ 
dards  of  decency  and  morality.” 


First  day  voter  turnout  sparse 


Student  attendance  at  the  ASBYU  Elections 
Quad  Projects  was  better  Wednesday  as  sunny 
weather  opened  the  first  day  of  final  voting. 

Most  candidates  stepped  up  their  campaigning  in 
a  final  effort  to  gain  support.  A  presidential/vice 
presidential  team  parked  an  antique  ambulance  on 
the  quad,  and  one  young  man  wearing  a  sign  endors¬ 
ing  a  candidate  even  held  doors  open  at  the  library 
for  potential  voters. 

Voting  places  were  open  in  the  library,  Wilkinson 
Center  Ballroom  Lounge,  Clyde  Building,  and  the 
Cannon  and  Morris  .Centers,  according  to  Election 
Committee  Chairman  John  Gibbons. 

Booth  attendants  everywhere  but  the  library 
reported  a  slow  turnout  for  the  first  day  and  com¬ 
mented  on  the  latest  efforts  to  improve  the  com¬ 
puterized  voting. 

The  new  system,  invented  by  ASBYU  Supreme 
Court  Justice  Lee  Passey,  requires  each  card  to  be 
inserted  into  a  cardboard  ballot  with  holes  in  it 
showing  voters  where  to  punch  out  their  vote. 

“It’s  a  lot  easier,”  said  Booth  Attendant  Lisa 
Wood,  a  junior  in  music  education  from  Rigby, 
Idaho.  “But  there  are  people  who  try  to  punch  out 
the  whole  circle  instead  of  just  the  rectangle  on  the 
card.  There  aren’t  as  many  questions  with  this 
system  as  there  were  in  the  primaries.” 

Dave  Brown,  who  attended  a  booth  at  the  Wilkin¬ 
son  Center,  said,  “The  whole  problem  with  the 
system  is  that  the  holes  and  the  numbers  on  the 
cards  don’t  line  up.” 

Voting  at  the  library  was  more  active  than 
elsewhere.  Anne  Christensen,  a  clothing  textiles 
senior  from  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  who  manned  a  booth 
there  said,  “The  system  takes  longer  for  the  workers, 
but  it’s  easier  for  the  voters.  It’s  pretty  obvious 
which  numbers  you  should  punch  out.” 

At  the  ELWC  Ballroom  Lounge,  voting  was  “very 
sparse,”  reported  Stan  Adona,  a  political  science/- 
broadcasting  sophomore  from  Porterville,  Calif. 

“I  would  encourage  voting  earlier,”  Adona  said. 
“In  the  primaries,  students  waited  until  the  last 
minute  to  vote  and  they  were  standing  in  hour-long 
lines.”

JERUSALEM  (AP)  —  Israel  said  Wednesday  its 
land,  sea  and  air  forces  had  completed  the  takeover 
of  southern  Lebanon  aimed  at  establishing  a 
guerrilla-free  zone,  and  vowed  to  hold  the  area  until 
it  has  Arab  guarantees  the  Palestinian  commandos 
will  never  return. 

Prime  Minister  Menachem  Begin  told  a  news  con¬ 
ference  here  that  the  army  “was  not_  sent  into 
southern  Lebanon  for  the  purpose  of  staying  there,’’ 
and  that  Israel  would  seek  guarantees  that  “in  all 
those  places  ...  from  which  the  murderers  have  been 
ejected  they  should  not  return.” 

Witnesses  in  Lebanon  reported  Israeli  forces  had 
routed  Palestinians  from  guerrilla  strongholds  in  the 
south  and  rocketed  refugee  camps  as  far  north  as 
Beirut,  killing  Palestinians  and  Lebanese. 

Egypt  and  Saudi  Arabia  called  for  big-power  in¬ 
tervention  to  halt  the  invasion.  The  United  States 
and  Egypt  expressed  fears  the  action  would  hinder 
efforts  toward  Middle  East  peace,  but  Begin 
disagreed. 


Candidates  for  ASBYU  President/Vice  President 
debated  platform  points  Wednesday  at  a  question- 
and-answer  session  sponsored  by  the  Election  Com¬ 
mittee  in  the  Varsity  Theater. 

In  a  four-minute  opening  statement,  Jon  and 
Perry  Bratt  said  meetings  with  administrators,  let¬ 
ters  to  past  student  body  presidents  and  service  as 
administrative  administrators  in  the  President’s  Of¬ 
fice  have  helped  them  prepare  their  campaign. 

Although  platform  points  had  been  both 
suggested  and  clarified  by  meetings  with  BYU  ad¬ 
ministrators,  Jon  Bratt  said  such  meetings  do  not  in¬ 
dicate  the  brothers  will  be  puppets  of  the  ad¬ 
ministration.

Last 
year,  according  to  Ms.  Gordian,  the  of¬ 
fice  serviced  around  1,000  men, 
women,  and  children. 

The  City-County  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  is  concerned  with  free  preven¬ 
tative  health  care  as  well  as  treatment 
and  is  providing  several  programs 


ranging  from  immunization  clinics  to 
cancer  screening  and  high  blood 
pressure  testing. 

“A  lot  of  BYU  students  going  abroad 
come  to  tbe  Provo  immunization 
clinic,”  says  Dr.  Arley  Flinder,  medical 
director  of  the  department.  “We  also 
have  all  of  the  baby  immunizations, 
mumps,  measles,  rubella  and  tbe 
like.” 

The  free  walk-in  clinic  is  open  from  2 
to  4: 15  p.m.  Monday  through  Friday  in 
the  department  building  at  107  E.  100 
South.  Satellite  clinics  are  operated  on 
different  Tuesday  afternoons  in 
Spanish  Fork,  Santaquin,  Springville, 
Payson,  Pleasant  Grove,  American 
Fork,  and  Lehi.  Parents  without 
regular  doctors  can  make  -appoint¬ 
ments  to  come  to  the  “well-child 
clinic,”  a  service  providing  pediatric 
check-ups.  The  program,  underwritten 
by  the  State  Division  of  Health, 
provides  free  pediatric  care  for  those 
who  desire  it.  “We  don’t  ask  questions 
about  their  financial  situation,”  says 
Dr.  Flinders.

‘dwelling  as  a  building  or  any  portion 
thereof.  Therefore,  the  law  seems  to  re¬ 
quire  that  if  a  landlord  has  signed  ren¬ 
tal  agreements  with  five  women  stu¬ 
dents  to  live  in  a  six-student  apart¬ 
ment  and  a  male  applies  for  housing, 
the  landlord  must  rent  the  sixth  space 
in  that  apartment  to  the  male  appli¬ 
cant.  The  law  seems  to  compel  this 
result  even  if  the  five  women  occu¬ 
pants  or  the  landlord  object  on  moral 
grounds  and  assert  the  right  of  privacy 
of  the  persons  already  in  the  apart¬ 
ment.

on  the  basis  of  sex,  so  long  as  facilities 
of  comparable  quality  are  available.  If 
this  is  a  sound  principle  for  federaly 
assisted  programs  or  activities  (which 
are  definitely  not  involved  in  BYU  on- 
campus  or  off-campus  housing),  we  in¬ 
vite  you  to  consider  the  ap¬ 
propriateness  of  a  similar  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  the  Fair  Housing  Act.

“6.  Your  letter  also  charges  that  ‘the 
defendants  have  ...  discriminated  in 
the  terms,  conditions  or  privileges  of 
rental  because  of  the  sex  of  the  renter.’ 
Could  you  please  advise  us  what  dif¬ 
ferent  ‘terms,  conditions  or  privileges 
of  rental’  are  referred  to  in  this 
passage?  Our  current  facilities  make 
no  distinction  as  to  the  facilities  or 
terms  of  rental  for  male  and  female 
students,  except  that  they  do  require 
separate  housing.’’ 

Oaks  restated  that  his  stand  is  based 
on  the  First  Amendment. 

“We  are  also  troubled  by  the  fact 
that  the  Justice  Department,  which  is 
charged  with  protecting  the  civil  rights 
of  all  citizens,  here  asserts  a  right 
based  on  statute  against  our  con¬ 
stitutional  right  to  the  free  exercise  of 
religion  guaranteed  by  the  First 
Amendment.  We  cannot  believe  that 
our  proscription  against  students  liv¬ 
ing  with  or  next  to  persons  of  the  op¬ 
posite  sex  is  a  sufficient  injury  to 
justify  interference  with  the  fun¬ 
damental  right  of  religious  freedom  at 
this  church-sponsored  university.”

Japanese  gy meats  like 
competition,  culture

BYU’s  three  Japanese 
gymnasts,  Isamu 
Maesato,  Masahiko  Kin- 
joh,  and  Hiroto 
Kurihara,  agree  that 
they  are  here  for  more 
than  the  collegiate  com¬ 
petition. 

“We  have  come  to  the 
U.S.  not  only  for  the 
gymnastics  program,  but 
also  for  the  educational 
opportunities,”  said 
Isamu  Maesato,  speak¬ 
ing  for  teammates 
Kurihara  and  Kinjoh 
too. 

BYU  offered  them  full 
scholarships,  which  are 
scarce  at  Japanese  un¬ 
iversities,  as  well  as  the 
opportunity  to  study 
English,  considered  to  be 
a  great  asset  in  Japan.  It 
was  an  offer  they 
couldn’t  refuse. 

Y  veteran 

Maesato,  a  5-2,  20- 
year-old  junior,  has  been 
with  the  Cougars  for  the 

ast  two  years.  Last  year 

e  placed  second  in  the 
WAC  finals  in  all- 
around  competition,  and 
this  year  has  the  league’s 
leading  all-around  score 
of  55.5.  He  excels  in  the 
still  rings,  bearing  the 
top  league  score  of  9.5. 

Hiroto  Kurihara  is  in 
his  first  year  with  the 
Cougars,  and  already 
has  made  a  name  for 
himself  in  the  high  bar 
and  all-around  competi¬ 
tions.  The  5-4,  18-year- 
old  gymnast  is  from 


Fukuoka,  Japan. 

Masahiko  Kinjoh,  a  5- 
5  freshman,  is  also  a 
rookie  on  the  Cougar 
team,  but  no  beginner  in 
the  sport.  Kinjoh,  along 
with  Kurihara,  is 
Maesato’s  main  com¬ 
petition  in  the  all- 
around,  and  excels  in  the 
high  bar  event,  with  a 
league-leading  high 
score  of  9.6. 

Although  learning 
English  has  been  a 
challenge  for  the 
Japanese  trio,  other  ad¬ 
justments  to  American 
college  life  have  not  been  - 
so  difficult  for  them. 

“There  are  many  dif¬ 
ferences,  but  I  really  like 
it  here,”  Maesato  says. 
“I  do  miss  my  family, 
though.”  Maesato  has 
not  been  back  to  Japan 
since  he  first  came  to 
BYU. 

Differences 

Among  the  differences 
the  gymnasts  noted  is 
the  size  and  expanse  of 
the  U.S.  compared  to 
Japan’s  crowded  islands, 
and  the  attitude  of 
American  youth  to  their 
elders. 

“Back  home  age  is 
very  much  respected,” 
they  said.  “Here,  it  is  of¬ 
ten  taken  for  granted.” 

But  the  differences 
that  affect  them  most 
are  probably  those  in¬ 
volved  in  gymnastics. 
Gymnasts  in  Japan  are 
worked  much  harder  and 
are  involved  in  tougher 


competition,  they  say. 

Here,  they  work  out 
for  three  hours,  six  days 
a  week,  while  in  Japan, 
athletes  are  required  to 
work  out  at  least  four 
hours,  seven  days  a 
week. 

Gymnastics  meets  are 
also  different  in  the 
U.S.,  they  say.  As  mem¬ 
bers  of  BYU’s  No.  1- 
ranked  team,  they  com¬ 
pete  in  many  small 
meets,  peaking  and  fall¬ 
ing  off  twice  per  season. 
In  Japan,  gymnasts  gear 
for  one  major  meet, 
which  thousands  of  peo¬ 
ple  come  to  watch. 

BYU  Coach  Greg  Sano 
is  a  great  help  in  improv¬ 
ing  their  weak  points 
and  perfecting  their 
strengths,  they  say.

Evansville  to  get  donati 
to  rebuild  basketball  U

The  Western  Athletic 
conference  gymnastics 
meet  this  weekend  in 
Tempe,  Ariz.,  is  expec¬ 
ted  to  be  a  two-way  race 
between  BYU’s  No.  1- 
ranked  team  and  host 
Arizona  State,  also 
nationally  rated. 

ASU,  with  an  overall 
record  of  13-0  this 
season,  managed  to  slip 
by  the  Cougars  by  a 
mere  five  hundredths  of 
a  point  in  a  dual  meet  in 
Provo  earlier  this  season. 
But  BYU  has  a  slight 
edge  in  first  place  poten¬ 
tial,  based  on  individual 
and  team  scores. 

The  Cougars 
ranked  No.  1  in  the  na¬ 
tion  in  optional  routines 
with  a  219.45  top  score. 
In  compulsory  competi¬ 
tion,  BYU  is  fifth  or 
sixth,  a  combination 
that  holds  them  in  the 
top  five  nationally. 

“The  meet  will 
probably  be  decided  by 
the  compulsory  competi¬ 
tion  on  Thursday  night,” 
said  Coach  Greg  Sano. 
“If  we  score  well  then, 
the  rest  of  the  meet 
should  be  ours.” 

The  winner  of  this 
meet  will  go  on  to  the 
NCAA  finals  in  Eugene, 
Ore.,  in  April.  If  the 
Cougars  fail  to  take  the 
WAC  championship, 
they  could  still  wind  up 
at  the  NCAA  finals, 
provided  their  total  score 
at  the  WAC  is  higher 
than  the  scores  of  certain 
other  teams  in  the  na¬ 
tion. 

In  individual  competi¬ 
tion,  the  easy  favorite  to 


take  all-around  competi¬ 
tion  is  BYU’s  Isamu 
Maesato.  Maesato,  who 
was  second  last  year  to 
New  Mexico’s  Steve  Or¬ 
tiz,  has  a  tough-to-beat 
top  score  55.5.

The  championship  women’s  basketball  team  en¬ 
ters  divisional  playoffs  this  Friday  when  the  Cougars 
meet  No.  5-ranked  UCLA  at  Long  Beach  State. 

The  Cougars,  who  won  their  first  regional  cham¬ 
pionship  ever  last  week,  will  have  a  rematch  with  the 
team  that  beat  them  116-62  in  December  and  which 
won  its  first  Region  8  championship  last  week. 

“We  know  we’ve  got  our  work  cut  out  for  us. 
UCLA  is  a  good  ball  club,”  BYU  Coach  Courtney 
Leishman  said.  “It’s  a  whole  new  ball  game.  We’re 
300  percent  better  than  we  were  then.” 

UCLA  has  a  23-3  season  record,  with  losses  to 
third-ranked  North  Carolina  State,  sixth-ranked 
Maryland,  and  ninth-ranked  Delta  State. 

Other  teams  competing  in  the  Western  divisionals 
are  Stephen  F.  Austin  and  Washington.  Austin  is 
ranked  No.  14,  while  Washington,  along  with  BYU, 
received  more  than  10  votes  in  the  latest  coaches’ 
poll,  but  not  enough  to  be  placed  in  the  top  20. 

UCLA  is  led  by  Ann  Meyers,  a  three-time  All- 
American.  who  leads  the  Bruins  with  a  9.2 
rebounding  average. 

BYU  is  led  in  scoring  by  Tina  Gunn  (25.9),  and 
teammate  Rosemary  Jensen  (14.2). 

The  Cougar  team,  by  defeating  Utah  60-58  for  the 
regional  championship,  broke  Utah  Coach  Fern  Gar¬ 
dner’s  six-year  reign  as  coach  of  Region  7  cham¬ 
pions. 

Utah  will  battle  fourth-ranked  Montclair  State  of 
New  Jersey  in  the  opening  round  of  the  Eastern 
divisional  at  Rutgers  University  in  New  Jersey. 

The  winners  of  the  Western  and  Eastern 
divisional  tournaments  will  meet  in  the  opening 
round  of  the  national  tournament  next  week. 

The  Southern  divisional  will  take  place  at  Delta 
State  and  the  Central  divisional  at  North  Texas 
State  this  week  to  determine  the  other  two 
challengers  for  the  national  title.

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NFL  approves  rules 
to  open  up  offense 


If  you  thought  the  Lynn  Swanns  and 
Drew  Pearsons,  the  Dave  Caspers  and 
Russ  and  Fran  Tarkentons  were  deadly 
before,  wait’ll  you  see  ’em  in  action 
next  season. 

They’ll  have  more  time  and  more 
room  to  operate,  and  perhaps  a  little 
less  fear  about  getting  clobbered,  too, 
thanks  to  the  votes  this  week  by  the 
National  Football  League’s  club  ow- 


The  NFL,  concerned  that  the  in¬ 
creasing  emphasis  on  defense  and  the 
steady  drop  in  scoring  could  someday 
lead  to  an  erosion  of  fan  interest, 
decided  to  try  to  open  up  the  offense  in 
1978  by: 

—  Allowing  offensive  linemen  a  lit¬ 
tle  more  freeaom  in  their  use  of  hands 
and  arms  against  pass-rushers. 

—  Limiting  the  amount  of  contact 
called  “chucking”  a  defender  can  use 
against  a  potential  receiver. 

—  Adding  a  “side  judge,”  to  in¬ 
crease  the  officials’  coverage  of 
downfield  pass  areas  and  prohibit 
mayhem  occasionally  perpetrated 
against  receivers  in  the  past. 

The  owners  also  decided  to  allow  of¬ 
ficials  to  penalize  players  who  “bait  or 
taunt”  the  opposition  in  an  effort  to 
cut  down  on  potentially  violent  con¬ 
frontations;  to  permit  a  receiver  to  tip 
a  pass  to  a  teammate  without  requiring 
a  defender  to  touch  the  ball  between 
them;  to  prohibit  forward  passes  after 


the  ball  has  crossed  the  scrimmage 
line,  even  if  it  is  carried  or  thrown  back 
again  before  the  pass  is  made;  to  assess 
a  10-second  and  5-yard  penalty  against 
a  team  which,  in  an  official’s  judg¬ 
ment,  stops  the  clock  by  intentionally 
committing  a  foul  or  penalty;  to  assess 
a  safety  v^en  a  passer  intentionally 
grounds  the  ball  in  his  own  end  zone; 
to  reduce  other  intentional  grounding 
penalties  from  15  to  10  yards  retaining 
the  loss  of  down;  and  to  permit  hurdl¬ 
ing  of  players  by  a  ball-carrier  to  avoid 
being  tackled. 

“Unquestionably  in  recent  years 
coaches  have  adopted  a  lot  of  the 
Dartell  Royal  philosophy,”  NFL  Com¬ 
missioner  Pete  Rozelle  said  of  the  for¬ 
mer  University  of  Texas  coach,  “that  if 
you  pass,  three  things  can  happen  and 
two  of  them  are  bad.  That,  in  turn,  has 
made  more  conservative  offenses  and 
has  cut  point  production  down  con¬ 
siderably,”  a  drop  of  nearly  a  dozen 
points  a  game  in  the  last  dozen  years. 

“What  we’re  hopeful  of  here,”  he 
said  of  the  pass-blocking  and  so-called 
chucking  rule  changes,  “is  that  those 
philosophies  will  change  if  they’ve  got 
receivers  open.” 

Pass-blockers  will  be  able  to  keep 
their  elbows  locked  as  well  as  flexed 
and  their  hands  open  as  well  as  closed 
when  dealing  with  defensive  linemen 
■  or  anyone  else  who  tries  to  get  to  the 
quarterback.

One  of  the  innovations  in  the  project  is  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  a  “split-screen”  special  effects  technique  to 
start  the  show.

Nelson  headed  the  production  company  which  did 
the  3-D  style  production,  Rockwell  said. 

The  show  is  directed  by  Buddy  Youngreen,  who  is 
the  producer  of  the  Sundance  Summer  Theater  in 
Provo  Canyon,  Rockwell  said.  The  producer  of  the 
show  is  Lynn  Bryson,  who  also  composed  the  music.

SAN  FRANCISCO 
(AP)  —  On  the  tube, 
bearded  Grizzly  Adams 
is  a  mellow  mountain 
man  who  doesn’t  eat 
meat  or  wear  animal 
skins.  His  best  friend  is  a 
gentle  bear  named  Ben. 


Most  of  the  dialogue 
on  NBC’s  popular  series 
“The  Life  and  Times  of 
Grizzly  Adams”  consists 
of  pleasant  chats  bet¬ 
ween  Adams  and  the 
critters.  They  appear  to 
communicate  quite  suc¬ 
cessfully. 

A  centuiy  ago,  the  real 
life  and  times  of  James 
Capen  “Grizzly”  Adams 
sizzled  with  ^isly  death 
struggles  with  bears, 
wolves  and  other  beasts. 
And  Adams  picked  most 
of  the  fights. 

“That’s  true,”  says 
Charles  E.  Sellier,  Jr., 
creator  and  producer  of 
the  television  series  and 
its  pilot  movie.  “In  doing 
my  research,  I  found 
that  the  original  Adams 
probably  hated 
animals.” 

The  real  Grizzly 
Adams,  according  to  his 
biography,  written  by  an 
1860  San  Francisco 


newspaperman,  would 
kill  beasts  wantonly, 
while  the  TV  Grizzly 
would  flee  from  such  a 
scene. 

The  cover  of 
biographer  Richard 
Billion’s  “The  Legend  of 
Grizzly  Adams”  growls 
“His  encounters  with  his 
quarry  were  many  and 
varied,  not  always  suc¬ 
cessful,  often  near  dis¬ 
astrous,  but  every  time 
Grizzly  emerged.’’ 

Adams’  fame  started 
to  spread  after  he  began 
to  catch,  rear  and  train  a 
string  of  grizzly  cubs,  af- 
ter  mangling  their 
mothers,  of  course. 

Adams  brought  his 
bears  to  San  Francisco  in 
1857  and  became  an  ins¬ 
tant  hit,  both  with  the 
act  and  with  the  wild 
yarns  for  which  he 
became  famous. 
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nia  menagerie  to  New 
York,  where  he  caught 
the  eye  of  circus  king 
P.T.  Barnum.  They 
became  partners.  On  the 
circus’  opening  day, 
Adams  paraded  his 
growling  bears  on 
Broadway. 

In  1860,  Adams  died, 
at  the  age  of  48,  from  a 
scalp  wound  given  to 
him  by  one  of  his  bears. 

Sellier  admits  that  the 
major  similarity  between 
the  real  Grizzly  and  his 
TV  copy  is  that  both  had 
a  pet  named  Ben,  which 
was  raised  from  a  cub. 

“The  character  I 
created  is  much  more 
benevolent,  sort  of  in 
love  with  animals  and 
life,”  s^s  Sellier,  presi¬ 
dent  of  Sunn  Classic  Pic¬ 
tures.  “I  just  didn’t  feel 
audiences  were  in¬ 
terested  in  a  guy  who 
walks  around  the 
wilderness  beating 
things  up.”

City  budgets  $3  million 
for  new  electrical  units 


Three  million  dollars  was 
transferred  from  the  Electrical  Depart¬ 
ment  reserve  fund  to  the  Electrical 
Department  budget  by  the  Provo  City 
Commission  Tuesday  night. 

The  money  will  be  used  to  purchase 
four  peaking  units  to  be  installed  at 
the  city  power  station. 

Leonard  Madsen,  electric  utilities 
engineer  manager,  said  the  units  will 
be  used  as  stand-bys  for  emergencies. 

“It  is  inevitable  that  a  major 
blackout  will  occur  in  the  city  at  some 
time  and  these  units  will  take  over  and 
provide  power  for  Utah  Valley 
Hospital,  the  sewer  station,  the  critical 
pumping  station,  the  radio  stations, 
etc.,”  Madsen  explained.
